The passage of 47 years has not clouded the 
memories of the Old Rochester Regional High School 
Class of 1965 football team. The undefeated champions 
only had 16 points scored against them the entire season 

- and even today team players can recall individual plays, 
names of adversaries, and game scores with no hesitation. 

'T remember it as clear as a bell,'' said Steve Heath 

- a freshman player on the team - of the championship 
game against Falmouth. "The crowd was five to six feet 
deep around the perimeter. There were at least 3,000 
people there.'' 

John Guilherme, another freshman player at 
the time, recalled the outstanding defense of the team. 
In a game against Dighton-Rehoboth, 380-lb. Hudson 
Bowley made it all the way to the one-yard line but ORR 
defenders blocked him from reaching to the end zone.

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"Four times he tried to score, but they all tackled 
this guy. He never gained an inch/' Guilherme recalled. 

That season running back Francis Cabral scored 
a 96-yard touchdown on the first play of a game against 
Dartmouth - and it was only this year that this record was 
broken by D.J. MacDonald, according to Guilherme. 

These memories resurfaced when the ORR 
reunited and honored the team as part of its second 
annual Old Rochester Athletic Hall of Fame. 

Last weekend. Old Rochester inducted the 
football team into the Hall of Fame, as well as athletes 
Jeffrey Pina, Tricia Bradley, Margaret Liljedahl and Joao 
Rodriquez 

According to Athletic Director Bill Tilden, more 
than 150 people turned out for the Hall of Fame induction 
ceremony and dinner on Saturday, June 9. 

''We've been ecstatic," said Tilden of the event's 
increasing support. 

"It's growing in popularity, people recognize [the 
Hall of Fame] more. For everything you start new, it takes 
times to build interest," said ORR coach Bob Hohne, who 
helped organize the event. 

On Sunday, June 10 - Hall of Fame supporters 
as well as some of the undefeated champions of 1965 - 
played golf at the second annual Old Rochester Athletic 
Hall of Fame Golf Tournament at the Acushnet River 
Valley Golf Course. 

Guilherme, Heath and Cabral all attended, and 
shared football stories of old glory days. 

"It's a fantastic group. They talk about each game 
like it was yesterday," said Tilden. 

Hohne said he expects the Hall of Fame tradition 
to continue to flourish, especially now that part of ORR 
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Athletic Director's official duties is chairing the Hall of 
Fame committee. 

"It is included in the job description, hopefully 
that will help it continue/' he said. ''Hopefully we are 
planting a seed." 

He said with so many esteemed athletes in ORR's 
50-year history, it'll take time to acknowledge them over 
the next few years. "We tell people, 'we'll get there, we'll 
get there,'" when asked to acknowledge a specific athlete. 

Proceeds from the golf tournament help fund 
the event, as well as the Legacy Fund, which supports 
athletes of today. 

"We are looking forward to the future while 
recognizing the past," Hohne said. 

ORR Hosts Annual Relay For Life

Residents of the Tri-Town were invited to 
participate in the annual American Cancer Society 
Relay For Life at the ORRHS track, from Friday, June 8 
to Saturday, June 9. The popular fundraiser for cancer 
research attracted over 100 local people, organized into 
several teams that walked the track from Friday afternoon 
to Saturday morning. 

"It's supposed to signify someone going through 
treatment," said Heather M. Ruel. She is the chair of the 
relay and a breast cancer survivor, who was diagnosed 
when she was 38 years old. 

The idea is that you start off with a great amount 
of energy and enthusiasm, similar to many cancer patients 
upon beginning treatment, but as you walk laps all night, 
you begin to feel tired and sore, but must keep on the 
journey, remaining resolute in the face of the hardship. 

Among the teams was one comprised of members 
of the Mattapoisett Firefighters Association, who also 
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had a booth with information for guests and grilled up 
burgers and fries for the participants. This was their first 
year participating in the Relay for Life. 

''Last year we lost a member to cancer, and we 
have another member now who is now a survivor/' said 
Mattapoisett Firefighters Association president Jordan 
Collyer. "It's touched every body on our team. We 
started trying to figure out everybody we knew who had 
had cancer and we stopped counting at a certain point." 

There was plenty to do for those who were there 
in support but not walking the track. The Relay for 
Life had a DJ, offered face painting, and had someone 
performing reiki massage. Camping tents were scattered 
around the center grass of the track, for those participants

who may need a power nap here and there. On one end 
of the turf, several kids threw a Frisbee and played catch. 

On another part of the field was the home tent 
of Team ''Close the Book on Cancer.'' Former Sippican 
School librarian Marie Pimental was the head of that 
team. 

"[Our team] is a group of educators from 
the district. Many of us are survivors. I, myself, was 
diagnosed with ovarian cancer 16 years ago. On our 
team of 18, seven of us are survivors. We have been very 
involved in fundraising for the last 16 years, knowing 
how critical it is to amass funds for research. And that's 
the reason why we're here," she said. 

The Relay For Life is the American Cancer 
Society's single biggest fundraiser and has always been 
a success in the Tri-Town. Last year, they raised $83,535, 
exceeding their goal of $67,000. About eighty-four cents 
of every dollar raised goes directly to fund cutting edge 
cancer research.

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Non-Profit Issues Energy-Savings Challenge

If someone asked you to reduce the energy 
costs of your household by 15 percent over the course 
of three years, could you do it? It's a cinch with the 
help of the South Coast Energy Challenge, an online 
community created by the Southeastern Environmental 
Education Alliance (SEEAL). The Challenge hopes 
to see 10,000 households in the South Coast achieve 
these energy savings within the designated time 
frame. Households that join the free website, www 
southcoastenergychallenge.org, are privy to resources and 
tips from SEEAL on simple lifestyle changes that equal 
big savings. 

Two graduates of Old Rochester Regional High 
School, Emily Bungert and Robert Muller, are part of the 
intern team which maintains the Challenge website, acts 
as a liaison to local town administrators and manages 
public relations for the non-profit's initiative. 

Muller, who has since graduated from UMass 
Dartmouth after studying business with a concentration 
in sustainability specializes in the Challenge's field of 
solar energy. Bungert, who currently attends Bowdoin 
College as a neuroscience major, specializes in the 
Challenge's business referral programs. 

Primarily, Bungert said, the Challenge is about 
saving money on utility bills. 

"When we're with other non-profit and green 
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organizations we push the environmental stuff/' she said. 

One of her fellow interns, Charissa Amaral, 
believes in the necessity of non-profit organizations such 
as SEEAL to effect necessary lifestyle, and ultimately 
environmental, change. 

"We're all sort of lazy'' Amaral said. "It's easier to 
get people to do something if they have information." 

That's where the Southcoast Energy Challenge 
assists households. 

"We have a lot of tips on how to conserve energy 
and save money," Bungert said. Additionally, there is 
information about greener jobs in the South Coast. 

"[The tips] are called actions," Amaral explicated. 

Members of the website can select actions which 
they wish to accomplish, have accomplished, or are 
working to accomplish. Some actions are as large as 
having a solar panel home assessment, while others are 
as small as reducing shower time. The interns stressed 
that members of the website are not bound by the actions; 
they can choose at any time to stop participating in the 
Challenge. In fact, Amaral said, home assessments may be 
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canceled. 

In addition to the resources (including links 
to partners of the Challenge and SEEAL), the website 
contains a blog with additional tips. 

It is difficult for the interns and SEEAL to keep 
track of their short-term goals because household energy 
savings are hard for them to quantify. 

"We are abstract/' Bungert said of the nature of 
the Challenge. "Once people join the website, we can 
track who's involved." 

Largely, the Challenge depends on the efforts of 
its interns. As intern Jeff Heeks said, the Challenge uses 
the philosophy of "educate the children; the children 
are the future." he entire team agreed that our society 
genuinely cares about the planet and wants to preserve it 
for posterity, but depends upon accessible information. 

"If I don't see an advertisement then I don't 
know it's there or won't do it," Heeks said. 

Bungert, Muller, and their fellow interns 
encourage the Tri-Town community to take up the 
Southcoast Energy Challenge, thereby helping both our 
environment and our wallets.

Harbormaster Horace Field said that the new 
launch service in Mattapoisett Harbor could be available 
to boaters starting as early as this weekend, June 16-17. 
Field, along with Marine Advisory Board Chairman Alan 
Gillis met before the Board of Selectmen during their 
regular meeting on Tuesday, June 12. 

Field also gave an update on the Taylor 
Aquaculture dilemma. Earlier in the year, Robert Taylor 
received a list of requirements in terms of markings 
for his aquaculture in the harbor. Field said Taylor had 
obtained the proper buoys for his aquaculture and 
they are at the correct distance away from each other.

However, Field said that Taylor needs to obtain new 
channel markers to achieve compliance with the new 
regulations. 

''He should change them out/' said Selectman 
Paul Silva. 

The Marine Advisory Board made a few 
recommendations to the Board of Selectmen. The first 
was that the Board raise the prices of stickers for dinghies 
in the harbor in order to pay for the recently installed 
racks. They also recommended that the town purchase 
only the amount of stickers to suit the amount of available 
spots in the harbor. Both of these rules, however, will not 
come into play until next summer. 

Gillis recommended that the town coordinate a 
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better parking system for the area around the harbor. As 
it stands right now, the parking is very discombobulated. 
Both boards agreed to implement angled parking and to 
also utilize the Beach Attendant on Duty to make sure 
people are parking in an orderly fashion. 

The Marine Advisory Board also advised getting 
a set of solar floodlights to put around the launch area. 
According to Gillis, the lighting situation right now is 
unfit, and solar lights would be the most cost effective 
solution. Gagne asked Gillis to provide him with a 
provider so they could begin pricing out options. 

In other news, Gagne gave an update on the 
town's photovoltaic project. He said the project is still in 
the planning stages and is 3-4 months away from being

The proposal caught the attention of several abutters, 
who attended the meeting to speak their concerns, which 
focused on drainage issues and whether or not it would 
be legal to build a home there at all. 

Russell Bailey, who lives in the neighborhood, 
was worried that raising the grade of the land would 
cause rain and hurricane water to change the direction of 
drainage, threatening his property, as well as others. 

''You're going to do away with the natural flow of 
water during a hurricane," he said.

who said she had ''a vested interest in property at 19 Bay 
Road.'' In addition to the issue of flooding, she presented 
to the Commission with plans from 2007 that illustrated 
the intent to build a reservoir, catch basin, and swale on 
the property in question, in order to improve the water 
drainage of the neighborhood. 

'Tt takes a week to two weeks for rain water to 
drain from my property,'' Henderson said. 

She also produced a notarized affidavit, co- 
signed by Withrow, agreeing that there would be no 
other development of the land except for the purposes of 
drainage. 

'T don't understand how we can entertain the 
notion of putting up another dwelling when they were 
supposed to build a retention pond and never did," she 
said. 

In light of these concerns and since the project 
does not yet have a file number from the DEP, the 
Conservation Commission voted to continue the hearing 
until their next meeting so they may research the history 
of the property in order to make a better determination 
later. 

The Commission also welcomed back Stanley 
Humphries, of LEC Environmental Consultants, Inc. who, 
on behalf of the DaRosa family, continued to discuss their 
plans to install coconut fiber envelopes of sand along a 
coastal bank, and plant various grasses and shrubs in 
order to prevent erosion of an area on Goodspeed Island.

While the Commission seemed to be supportive of the 
plan. Chairman Peter Newton said that he would prefer 
the people of Mattapoisett be considered before they 
approve the plan. He suggested hiring a third party to 
determine of the project and proposed materials would be 
adequate for its intended purpose.

Rochester Planning Board

The Rochester Planning Board is deeply 
entrenched in the process of working on several bylaws 
that pertain to home businesses, solar projects, a new 
village center overlay and a right to farm. 

At the board's June 12 meeting, language for 
all these bylaws was put under a microscope. Prior 
to adoption, all bylaws require public meetings and 
approval by Rochester residents at town meeting 

With New Bedford Waterworks approaching 
the town to install a 25-30 acre solar farm in Northwest 
Rochester, the board sought to codify the town's 
expectations for solar projects. 

The proposed bylaw - which pertains to large 
scale ground and roof photovoltaic installations - includes

provisions on landscaping, emergency access to the site, 
required traffic and accident studies, provisions for snow 
removal, and a plan to decommission and remove the site 
if it falls into disuse. 

With the board satisfied with the work. Town

Board members decided to use a draft created by 
board member Susan Teal that discussed rules for single- 
family homes, accessory structures and storage spaces for 
use in home businesses. 

That evening, the board specifically looked at 
setback requirements for roadside stands, which Teal 
proposed at 25 feet from the front properly line and 15 
feet from the sideine. 

'T don't have a 25- foot long car. Twenty five feet 
is a long way, Fm still good with the 15 feet,'' commented 
board member Bendrix Bailey. 

Robert Francis noted that the setback could be 
closer, as promoting a configuration where cars need to 
back out could pose a safety hazard. 'Tn line parking is

better/' he said. 

The board also realized that bylaws currently in 
the books are stricter than state rules, as they stipulate 
that only products grown on that particular property 
can be sold at a roadside stand. State rules designate 
50 percent of goods as home grown, but also allow 
property owners to sell goods from other businesses at 
their roadside stands. The board agreed to investigate 
conforming to state rules to allow more flexibility. 

The board agreed that other accessory structures 
150 feet or more - which are not roadside stands - should 
be 40 feet from all property lines and in the rear yard. The 
board also agreed that many definitions in the current 
draft need clarification, including what constitutes a farm 
building versus a farm structure. 

Francis said it was important to crystallize 
the difference between an accessory structure and 
farming structure, as people can use their buildings for 
commercial reasons without proper authorization. 

"People have a way of twisting things to meet 
their own needs,'' he said, noting that farming buildings 
have been used improperly for other business ventures. 

The board also briefly discussed the village 
overlay, which will allow more mixed uses in the town 
center. The board agreed that buildings must be 40 feet 
from any adjoining property, which would encourage 
owners of multiple lots to seek an ANR to combine lots if 
they wish to construct buildings near each other.

'If you say that, it forces them to combine the 
lots, which is what we want,'' said Chairman Arnie 
Johnson. 

Charbonneau said that he would present a 
revised map of the proposed overlay, which encompasses 
land from the Post Office to the Women's Club, as well 
as the Old Airport site, for the board. This overlay would 
be about 50 percent smaller than what he originally 
proposed, he said. 

In other topics, the board spoke in favor of a 
right-to-farm bylaw the newly created Agricultural 
Commission put forward. The bylaw would protect the 
rights of farmers to pursue their trade, especially in the 
face of more residential development. 

"It's a great laissez faire bylaw. I love it," said 
Bailey. The board is planning to meet with the Rochester 
Agricultural Commission on June 26 to flesh out the 
details.

"Our goal is to help students access education 
without social and emotional barriers/' Courage said, 
citing the need to treat anxiety, social skills deficits, and 
attention deficit disorder. "This impacts learning of all the 
kids in the classroom." 

She said 5 to 10 percent of children are diagnosed 
with anxiety disorders, which can result in children 
exhibiting avoidance behavior towards school. Guidance 
staff take a proactive approach to identify and refer 
children with mental health needs to the right place so 
counselors "get to them before they have 30 absences," 
she said 

Courage reported that the guidance office 
is taking more steps to collect data on regular day 
students, who use the services equally as much as Special 
Education students. Counseling data on special education 
students already is routinely collected. 

"This is about the getting the word out that 
assistance is available. Maybe the student is not in 
trouble, but there is a lot of stress in their family," said 
Teresa Hamm, Director of Student Services.

The Mattapoisett Land Trust continues to make 
improvements to its trails and land in Mattapoisett for 
the enjoyment of all.

Banner Policy: In support of community 
organizations, the Mattapoisett Land Trust (MLT) allows 
the placement of banners on our property at the southeast 
corner of North Street and County Street (Route 6). Due 
to limited space for banners, the following policy will 
govern. The MLT will permit the installation of banners 
that meet the following guidelines: 

•Permission: Banners will be permitted only with 
advance approval by the MLT 

•Eligible entities: Mattapoisett based non-profit 
and community based organizations, as well as the Town 
of Mattapoisett to announce functions and events, are 
eligible to use the space for banners 

•Requests for use of the banner space will be 
reviewed for conformance with the policy and approved 
on a first come, first served basis. In the event there is not 
adequate space to accommodate all requests at any point 
in time, the MLT will prioritize banners for organizations 
that have not placed banners within the preceding 12 
months 

•Banner dimensions: In order to fit the signposts 
the face of the banner shall not exceed 7! by 8' 

•Duration: Banners may be installed for up to 
two weeks 

•Location: Banners may be installed only upon 
the appropriate posts 

•Responsible parties: Owners are responsible for

Survival Students Lend 
Hands to Soldiers 

Every year, a group of 
brave seventh grade students 
from Old Rochester Regional 
High School head out into 
the wilderness for the an- 
nual Survival program. It's a 
daunting experience for any- 
one, let alone young students, 
to set off into the woods alone for an entire week 

not knowing what's in store. But luckily there are 
groups of chaperones that provide comfort for the 
students. 

One of those chaperones is Captain Owen 
Fogarty, who has been involved with the Survival 
program since he was in junior high school. Fog- 
arty graduated from ORRHS in 2001 and West 
Point University in 2005 and now serves in the U.S. 
Army. 

This year, instead of surviving in the wilder- 
ness of Massachusetts, Captain Fogarty will be in 
Afghanistan and the ORRJHS students want to be 
there the same way Fogarty has always been there 
for them. 

The "Survival Care Package Project" is an 
initiative for residents in the Tri-Town to donate as 
many store bought products as possible to be col- 
lected and packed in care packages. These pack- 
ages will then be sent to Captain Fogarty and his 
unit of 170 soldiers. 

"It all started when my daughter Kelly came 
home one afternoon from a Survival Chaperone 
Meeting and said 'Owen can't go his year because 
he has been deployed to Afghanistan,'" said Diane 
Merlo, one of the coordinators of the project and a 
former attendee of Survival. 

Merlo, who is working alongside Sue 
Wheeler, will be collecting care package items and 
letters from students to send over to the unit, which 
will be stationed in Afghanistan until the end of the 
year. 

"The more I learned about Captain Owen 



Fogarty and his military family, and how much 
pride and love his mom and dad have for him, I 
knew that this was the right thing to have said 'yes' 
to," said Merlo. "However, I also know there are a 
lot of soldiers in his unit who do not have the same 
thing. " 

Originally, Merlo wanted to pack the care 
packages with fresh, homemade baked goods. But 
the average care package takes at least two weeks 
to get to the soldiers, so she had to rethink her plan. 

Instead, each care package will be filled 
with all the essential store bought items, a hand- 
written letter and photo from the Survival partici- 
pants, a rope bracelet kit and all of the essentials 
that are unavailable to soldiers while they are 
deployed. 

Some of the items that will be collected 
include non-perishable individual foods, snacks, 
powdered beverage items and personal care items. 
Monetary donations will also be collected to help 
pay for postage. 

Some examples of acceptable food and 
non-food items include; beef jerky, tuna/ chicken 
pouches, hard candy, granola bars, trail mix, hand 
wipes, sunblock, hand sanitizer, playing cards, 
notepads, pens/ mechanical pencils and shampoo/ 
conditioner. 

Merlo, Wheeler and the Survival partici- 
pants hope to send at least 150 care packages. Each 
package can cost up to $12. 

"In my eyes, the sacrifice that these sol- 
diers are making is worth every penny spent," said 
Merlo. 

Merlo hopes to have the care packages as- 
sembled by Monday, June 25. Anyone with ques- 
tions or who is interested in donating should con- 
tact her at 508-758-1324 or via e-mail at rmerlo63@ 
msn.com . 

"The Tri-Town is a very fortunate commu- 
nity and sometimes we tend to forget about the sac- 
rifices these soldiers make," Merlo said. "In certain 
situations it is important to know that someone has 
your back no matter what."

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Prometheus. Starring Noomi Rapace and Michael Fassbender. 
Directed by Ridley Scott. Running time: 124 minutes. MPAA 
rating: R. 

The elegantly designed Prometheus asks the Big Ques- 
tions — where do we come from? who, if anyone, made us? — 
and kinda-sorta answers them. But if the movie is really about 
anything, it's atmosphere. Director Ridley Scott, returning to 
science fiction after having made two of the genre's classics 
{Alien and Blade Runner), brings a pleasant big-movie heft to the 
visuals, an almost cruel burnish only possible with lots of money 
and teams of well-paid techs. The look is handsomely antiseptic, 
much like the character David (Michael Fassbender), an android 
aboard the titular spaceship Prometheus. Passing the time (two 
years) waiting for the crew to wake up, David becomes enam- 
ored of Lawrence of Arabia, coloring his hair to emulate Peter 
OToole. It's heartening, I guess, that in 2093 we will not only 
still exist but also remember 20th-century art; another charac- 
ter, the captain (Idris Elba), plays an accordion once owned by 
Stephen Stills. 

These hints of personality and leisure have to last us 
a while, because most of Prometheus is about delving into — as 
mission director Vickers (Charlize Theron) puts it — ''a god- 
forsaken rock in the middle of space." Our intrepid crew of 
scientists seek evidence of ''the Engineers," aliens worshipped 
by various unconnected ancient cultures. The Engineers, we're 
to understand, created us. But why? For that, I think, you're sup- 
posed to come back for Prometheus 2 and 3; this film is reportedly 
the first of a projected trilogy, though whether it'll make enough 
bank to justify sequels is a more urgent question than any the 
movie asks. The maybe-part-one-if-enough-of-you-see-it aspect 
may explain why Guy Pearce appears underneath pounds of 
old-man latex as Peter Weyland, who funds the mission. I'm as- 
suming the grand plan is to have the unlatexed Pearce return in 
a sequel or prequel as a younger Weyland; otherwise why didn't 
they just hire an older actor? 

The heart of Prometheus is the believer Dr. Elizabeth 
Shaw (Noomi Rapace), whose entire career seems to hinge 
on proof of, well, intelligent design. I'm not quite up on what 
Richard Dawkins might say about this; whether we were cre- 
ated by a white-bearded Christian god or by strange-looking 
aliens gargling goo at the dawn of man, the point the film takes 
for granted is that we were created. Someone in the film snarks 
about two hundred years of Darwinism being chucked out 



the nearest air lock, but that's about all the skepticism we hear 
among this cadre of scientists. Anyway, the impassioned Noomi 
Rapace is much the best thing about the movie; as in The Girl 
with the Dragon Tattoo and its sequels, she moves on an angular, 
headlong trajectory, and Shaw is about the only character visibly 
capable of horror and awe, sometimes both at once. (Charl- 
ize Theron, meanwhile, plays her second ice queen in as many 
weeks, and seemed to have more fun last week.) 

Logic will not avail us here. Forget whether it's plau- 
sible that a species of unpleasant baldies manufactured us for 
reasons as yet known only to them; what about the scene in 
which a character takes a series of running leaps when her abdo- 
men was lasered open and then stapled shut only hours before? 
Not to mention the sequence in which two crew members, deep 
inside the womb of the godforsaken rock, suddenly decide to 
head back to the ship, then promptly get lost. They only exist, 
we gather, as alien fodder. Yes, here be dragons, or at least phal- 
lic slimy things and a big beastie worthy of Lovecraft at his most 
febrile. For weeks now, the marketing for Prometheus couldn't 
figure out whether to sell it as a prequel to Alien or as a stand- 
alone scientists-meet-monsters epic. It is, if you must, a story 
that takes place in the same reality as Alien, and the final shot, 
much derided by Alien fans, strengthens the link. If you want to 
rewatch Alien and not think of the mysterious "space jockey" as 
what you pray to on Sunday, you might want to steer clear of 
Prometheus. 

The movie wasn't giving my brain much of a workout, 
but my eyes got a nice buzz. Prometheus is straight-up gorgeous, 
especially in 3D; Scott has conceived the shots for the added 
dimension, employing it with subtlety and for the occasional 
matter-of-fact spectacle. If the ads have intrigued you visu- 
ally, go. Just be prepared for a plot that reminds me of various 
reviewers over the years admitting "I'm not sure whether this 
movie /book just rips off some Star Trek episode I never saw." 
It's an atmospheric thrill ride, though short on thrills until near 
the end, and certainly neither as intense nor as tight as Alien. It's 
best perceived as an experiment by a director returning to the 
franchise he created, not by making a direct sequel but by drift- 
ing off to tell a related story. On the evidence, though, Scott can't 
scare us any more, and his characters recede into the vast canvas 
of his own intelligent design. We can't really care about who 
made us if most of the people onscreen aren't us.
